Although so weak from his six 
bullet wounds that he could not 
talk above a whisper, Joe Le 
manda yesterday identified Sam 
Matrango as one of the three men 
who attacked him early Tuesday 
morning. 

Matrango was taken to the Ra- 
mona Hospital, San Bernardino, 
by Sheriff Walter A. Shay and led 
into Lemanda’s room. The wound- 
ed Italian vineyardist nodded his 
head affirmatively when the of- 
ficer asked: “Is this the man?” 

Matrango is charged with an as- 
sault with intent to murder and if 
his victim, Lemanda, dies, will be 
charged with murder. Officers 
continued a search for Frank 
Borgo and Victor Papatoni, also 
named by Lemands as members 
of the trio of gunmen who fired 
six shots into his arms and neck 
in the attack, believed by officers 
te have been the outgrowth of a 
dispute among bootleggers who 
suspected Lemanda of “double 
crossing” them to officers. Ma- 
trango was recently arrested on 
Wright Act charges. 





While Joe Lamenda, Italian vine- 
yardist, is fighting death in the 
Ramona Hospital, San Bernardino, 
as the result of wounds received 
at Muscat Wednesday, when he 
was shot by three countrymen in 
what is believed to be a _ black- 
hand and bootleg war, Sheriff W. 
A. Shay is in Los Angeles, where 
it is hoped two members of the 
triq who shot Lamenda and who 
are still at large, will be cap- 
tured. One of the assailants, Sam 
Manrango, is under arrest. Frank 
Borgo and Victor Papatoni are 
still at large. 

Surgeons at the hospital ex- 
pressed hopes that Lamenda wil! 
live. Although his condition is 
critical he is said to be making 
a remarkable fight. 

Mantrango, the suspect under ar- 
rest, was captured as he arrived 
in Los Angeles early Wednesday 
by detectives, who had been warn- 
ed by Sheriff Shay that Mantrango 
had fled tnto that city, his home. 
Borgo and Papatoni are also be- 
lieved to be hiding in that city, 
where they are identified with a 
ring of bootleggers, officers said.
